McKeown’s bill would permit in- 
solvent debtors to extend the time

Text of President’s Message. 
The text of the message follows: 
“To the Senate and House of 

Representafives: ; 
“On Feb. 29 last I addressed th 
Congress--on the urgent necessity 
for revision of the bankruptcy 
laws, and presented detailed pro- 
posals to that end. These proposals 
were based upon most searching in- 
quiry into the whole subject which 


had been undertaken by the Attor- 


|ney-General at my direction. While 
‘it is desirable that the whole mat- 


ter should be dealt with, some por- 
tions of these proposals as an 
amelioration of the present situa- 
bean are proving more urgent every 
day. 

' “With view to early action, the 
| department, committees and mem- 
ibers of the Congress, have been 
|collaborating in further develop- 


| posals as have, out of the present 
| Situation, become of most pressing 
‘need. I urge that the matter be 
|given attention in this session, for 
|effective legislation would have 
|most helpful economic and social 
| results in the welfare and recovery 
of the nation. 

“The process of forced liquida- 
tion through foreclosure and 
bankruptcy sale of the assets of 
individual and corporate debtors 
who through no fault of their own 
are unable in the present emergen- 
cy to provide for the payment of 
their debts in ordinary course as 
they mature, is utterly destructive 
of the interests of debtor and cred- 
itors alike, and if this process is 
allowed to take its usual course 
misery will be suffered by thou- 
sands without substantial gain to 
their creditors, who insist upon 
liquidation and foreclosure in the 
vain hope of collecting their claims. 

Most Liquidation Futile. 

“In the great majority of cases 
such liquidation under present con- 
ditions is so futile and, destructive 
that voluntary readjustments 
through the extension or composi- 
tion of individual debts and the re- 
organization of corporations must 
be desirable to a large majority of 
the creditors. | 

“Under existing law, even where 
majorities of the creditors desire to 
errange fair and equitable readjust- 
ments with their debtors, their 
plans may not be consummated 
without prohibitive delay and ex- 


pense, usually attended by the ob- 
struction of minority creditors who 
oppose such settlements in the hope 
that the fear of ruinous liquidation 
will induce the immediate settle- 
ment of their claims. 

“The proposals to amend the 
bankruptcy act by providing for 
the relief of debtors who seek the 
protection of the Court for the pur- 
pose of readjusting their affairs 
with their creditors carry no stig- 
ma of an adjudication in  bank- 
ruptcy, and are designed to extend 
the protection of the Court to the 
debtor and hi sproperty, while an 
opportunity is afforded the debtor 
and a majority of his creditors to 
arrange an equitable settlement of 
his affairs, which upon approval of 
the Court will become binding upon 
minority creditors. 

“Under such process it should be 
possible to avoid destructive liqui-

In its financial. statement the 
bank listed the following resources:

cash on hand or due from banks

Heir to Share in Father’s Tobacco 
Fortune Put in Incubator in

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The 
House gave a majority of 61 votes 


today on a test vote favorable to} 


the emergency farm bill when it re- 
jected, 161 to 100, a motion to strike 
out the measure’s enacting clause 
which, if carried, would have end- 
ed the bill. 

Then quickly, after a plea from 
Chairman Jones of the Agriculture 
Committee not to further add or 
subtract from the commodities in 
the plan, House members divided 
189 to 88 against eliminating hogs. 

The House rejected an amend- 
ment to include corn directly in the 
bill. 

Jones Forces Show Down. 

The vote on the enactment clause 
was forced by Jones himself, who 
said, “We might as well have a 
show-down on this bill.” The vote 
was made necessary late yesterday 
by a move by Congressman Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri, to gain speaking 
time. Goss (Rep.), Connecticut, 
who originally sought to force the 
ballot, had expressed a willingness 
to forego’it. Earlier, Senator Dick- 
inson (Rep.), Iowa, had told Presi- 
dent Hoover the bill was “dead.” 

But ane of the chief Republican 
opponents at the Capitol, Clarke of 
New York, predicted the bill’s pas- 
sage by the House. 

Jones told the House that the 
flood of telegrams received against 
including hogs originated with the 
packers. Howard* (Dem.), Nebras- 
ka, said 37 of 40 he had received 
came from the same source. 

“I hope the House will put no 
more commodities into the bill,” 
Jones said. “I hope we may go 
right along with perfecting amend-

Consideration of the bill then 
moved past the section which lists 
the commodities to be included, 
leaving them at seyen—wheat, cot- 
ton, tobacco, hogs, dairy products, 
peanuts and rice.

(Rep.), New York, to protect bonus 
certificates from legal attachment 
until converted into cash was ap- 
proved y f 

“It is a question in my mind how 
much of the billion dollars you pro- 
pose to give the farmer in this bill 
will come back to the cities,” said 
Pettengill (Dem.), Indiana. It 
looks to me like half of it will stay 
in the hands of bankers who hold 
the farmers’ debts.” 

Another effort to eliminate hogs

Research Committee Points to Lack of Amuse- 
ments to Utilize Increased Hours 
of Leisure. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—America 
likes. to play games—as well as 


_ | watch them—finds the report of the 


President's Research Committee on 
Social Trends, and there’s no dan- 
ger of its becoming a nation of 
spectators. 

In fact, “interest in sports at pub- 
lic spectacles,” it says, “has al- 
ready been equaled, if not  sur- 
passed, by the demand for more 


adequate playing facilities and their 


extensive use by the public.” 

The finding of those facilities, it 
declares, ‘s one of the problems 
facing the country. 

The report estimates that by the 
late 1920s more than $10,000,000,.00 
annually was being spent by the 
American public for recreation, 
nearly two-thirds of it for vacation 
travel and the use of automobiles 
and motor boats for pleasure. 

Depression Cuts Expenditures. 

While this figure probably has 
been’ lowered sharply by the de- 
pression, it says, there is reason to 
believe that expenditures will in- 
crease again as soon as business 
conditions improve. 

In spite of this huge sum, “there 
are still large sections of our popu- 
lation not adequately provided with 
wholesale leisure time facilities,” 
the report asserts. 

“On the whole, the field of recre- 
ation as it has developed in recent 
years represents a distinct advance 
over traditional ways of spending 
leisure time,” declares Dr. J. F. 
Steiner, professor of sociology at 
the University of Washington, a 
contributor to the report. 

“The growing participation in 
athletic sports and games and the 
popularity of outdoor life,” he 
writes, “are assets from the point 
of view of health. and social be- 
Ee 

Improvement Is Reporicd. 

“The modern passive amuse- 
ments, while by no means always 
of high quality, are.an improve- 
ment over those prevailing a gen- 
eration ago. 

“The recreational devices now 
existent in so many forms play an 
important part in giving relief 
from the monotony of daily toil and 
adding to the enjoyment of life.” 

Some of Dr. Steiner’s findings re- 
garding sports and other leisure 
time activities follow: 

College Football—“Can hardly be 
regarded as a passing fad which 
will soon give way to something 
else. The huge investments in 
stadia, which must be paid for in 
future years, make almost inevit- 
able the continued approval of the 
game by college administrative au- 
thorities.” 

Professional Baseball—“Already 
showing the effect of growing com- 
petition with other sports and 
amusements.” Major league at- 
tendance still rising, but has made 


no spectacular gains recently and 
has not kept pace with the popu-

Moving Pictures—“Apparently a 
necessary luxury, slow to feel cuts 
in the family budget.” 

“The effort to keep pace with new 
types of recreation has discouraged 
thrift and increased the cost of liv- 
ing,” Dr. Steiner says in comment- 
ing on some of the problems of leis- 
ure time use. 

Sees Danger in Desire to Win. 

“The extraordinary desire to win 
games at all costs rather than to 
enjoy sport for sport’s sake,” he 
continues, “make heavy demands 
upon energy and nee turns 
play into work. 

“The great conceutration of in- 
terest in modern sports and amuse- 
ments tends to force into the ‘ack- 
ground, at least for large numbers 
of people, the leisure time activities 
of an intellectual and cultural na- 
ture.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. i1.— 
Following dismissal yesterday of a 
suit to prevent construction of a 
superhighway across St. Louis 
County, the State Highway Com- 
mission voted to proceed with the 
road from Lindbergh boulevard to 
Wentzville. | 

‘Controversy over the location of 
e@ superhighway, which, will carry 
the traffic of U. 8S. Highway No. 
40, centered in the section between 
St. Louis and Lindbergh boulevard. 
Samuel B. McPheeters, St. Louis 
member of the commission, said 
the problem of arranging for a 
route for the superhighway east of 
Lindbergh would be left to St. 
Louis County to settle in the fu- 
ture. 

In the meantime, the plan is to 
diffuse the traffic over Lindbergh, 
which is a belt route and the vari- 
ous roads leading into the city. The 
superhighway will start at Lind- 
bergh at a point midway between 
Clayton and Conway roads. It will 
run across-country between the lat- 
ter two thoroughfares to Bellefon- 
taine, follow Olive Street road from 
Bellefontaine to a point west of 
Chesterfield and cross the Mis- 
souri River on a new bridge at 
Weldon Springs. 

Injunction Suit Dismissed. 

J. Gates Williams, St. Louis 
broker, who filed the injunction 
suit on Oct. 31, dismissed it, he 
said, because he felt it useless to 
fight the State’s plan any longer. 
He announced, when told of the 
commission’s action, that the plan 
to build the superhighway west of 
Lindbergh was acceptable to him. 
The suit by Williams had followed 
one by many residents and prop- 
erty owners in the district east of 
Lindbergh, which was dismissed a 
few days before his was brought. 
They objected that the: superhigh- 
way would spoil the _ residential 
character of the region. 

McPheeters instituted discussion 
leading to yesterday’s action, in 
order to end the controversy. He 
declared there had ‘been no agree- 
ment as to what the commission 
would do before Williams dismissed 
the suit. 

Chief Engineer Cutler said the 
30-mile superhighway, between 
Lindbergh boulevard and .Wentz- 
ville, St. Charles County, would cost 
about $2,000,000 and the bridge over 
the Missouri about $1,000,000 more. 
He hopes the plans can be com- 
pleted this year, the right-of-way 
acquired and the bridge and some 
of the paving placed under con- 
tract. The plan is to obtain a 200- 
foot right-of-way as far west as 
Mason road and 100 feet beyond 
there. The initial paving probably 
will be 40 feet wide as far west as 
Bellefontaine, 30 feet between Belle- 
fontaine and the bridge and 20 feet 
from the bridge to Wentzville. 

The State had planned to take 
the superhighway out of St. Louis 
on Clayton road, as far as North 
and South road, with a new loca- 
tion, chiefly south of Clayton road, 
between North and South road and 
Lindbergh.

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“FIGHT AGAINST CUT 
IN VETERAN FUNDS 


First of Spokesmen for Ser- 


vice Organizations Ap- 
pears Before Joint Con- 
gressional Committee.

‘By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—John 
Thomas «Taylor, vice-chairman of 
the National Legislative Commit- 
tee of the American Legion, today 
opened before a joint congression- 
al committee on veterans’ legisia- 


tion the campaign of veteran or- 


ganizations against reductions in 

expenditures for former soldierr. 

Taylor was the first of the 
spokesmen of the service organiza- 
tions to appear before the comunit- 
tee, which has heard recommenia- 
tions for reductions of roughly 
$450,000,000 in the yearly veterans’ 
_ pill. 
These suggestions came from the 
Economy League, the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, the 
National Committee for Economy 
in Government, an organization 
sponsored by the National Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and other 
organizations. 

Recalls Long Testimony. 

Replying directly to them in his 
statement, Taylor said members of 
the committee “have listened for 
several weeks to men, backed by 
large fortunes, who have continu- 
ally attacked Federal expenditures 
on account of veterans.” 

“They have presented no argu- 
ments to show that Federal expcn- 
ditures under existing law are 
wrong or improper,” Taylor said. 

“They have ignored completely 
the obvious fact that disabled and 
helpless men must be cared for. 

“And in pleading with you to cur- 
tail Federal expenditures on -re- 
half of these veterans, they have 
neglected to state that such action 
would increase city, county and 
state expenditures.” 

Taylor said the organizations up- 
posing veterans’ benefits sought 
“to remove the veteran from the 
position of honor he has held in 
American life” since colonial days 
and place “the veteran and profit- 
eer on a parity so far as the obii- 
gation of our Federal Government 
is: concerned.” 

Wants Hines Called Again. 

Referring to recommendations by 
Frank T. Hines, administrator of 
veterans’ affairs, for minor econo- 
mies here and there through the 
veterans’ structure, Taylor said 
Hines had not told the committee 
the effect such savings would have 
on disabled veterans. 

He suggested that Hines be called 
before the committee again to tell 
“how many one-armed men such 
and such an amendment would re- 
move from the rolls, how many one- 
legged men, how many suffering 
from tuberculosis, how many -vic- 
tims of insanity.” 

Taylor presented figures to show 
that divend payments in 1932 
were 60 per cent higher than 
in 1926, and that Treasury issues 
last year were oversubscribed $36,- 
000,000,000, which he said “shows 
that there are ample funds in the 
hands of wealthy persons in the 
United States,” and that their taxes 
could be paid. 

He expressed Legion opposition 
to a statement of Representative 
Woodrum (Dem.), Virginia, of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 


‘\ suggesting a 10 per cent horizontal 


tut in veterans’ expenditures, add- 
ing that under this plan “the ax 
would fall upon the just and the un- 
just alike.” 


GETS $12,500 VERDICT FOR 
ALLEGED HAIR-DYE INJURIES 


Womart Had Asked for $20,000 from 
May Department Stores 
Company. 

A verdict of $12,500 in favor of 
Mrs. Pansy Arnold of Jenkintown, 
Pa., against the May Department 
Stores Co. was returned by a jury 
in Circuit Judge Pearcy’s court 
yesterday. She had sued for $20,- 
000, alleging that she suffered in- 
jurious effects from a’ hair-dye ap- 
plication used by a hair dresser em- 
ployed at the Famous-Barr depart- 
ment store. 

Mrs. Arnold, who is 39 years old, 
took the treatment Aug. 29, 1929, 
for the purpose of changing some 
streaks of gray in her hair to dark 
brown. 

In behalf of the defense it was 
denied that the hair dye contained 
anything poisonous or harmful. It 
was contended Mrs. Arnold was pe- 
culliarly sensitive to such products, 
which condition caused her to suf- 
fer the injuries mentioned in the 
evidence, and they were not due to 
any ingredient in the preparation. 

The store contended that it was 
not informed that Mrs. Arnold was 
sensitive to certain hair dyes, while 
her position was that she had told 
employes of the store that when 
she used dyes other then henna she 
suffered from skin eruptions.

New York Court of Appeals 
Sustains Conviction of 
Pair for Killing Her Year- 
Old Baby. 


By the Associated Press 
ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 11<Mew 
York State’s highest court ruled 


yesterday that Mrs. Mary Simpson 
and her husband, R. J. Simpson, 
Cortland County fgrmer, must die 
for killing her year-old baby. 

The 22-ycar-old motter and her 
husband were convicted of poison- 
ing the child, crushing its sku'l and 
throwing it into the swamps of Mud 
Lake in September, 1931, a few 
months after they were married. 

The decision of the Court of Ap- 
years leaves only one way open for 
them to escape the electric chair— 
executive clemency. 

Mrs, Simpson is the first white 


“woman sentenced to die in New 


York since the execution of Ruth 
Snyder in 1928 for the murder of 
her husband. 

The slain baby was Mrs. Simp- 
gon’s second child, born before she 
married the farmer and, according 
to her own story, was killed because 
it “came between” her and her hus- 
band, who did not know of its ex- 
istence until some time after their 
marriage. 

The mother and her husband both 
told authorities, shortly after the 
body of the child was found, that 
they put poison in the baby’s nurs- 
ing bottle, that Simpson took the 
baby by the feet and hit his head 
against a fence post and a pile of 
rocks, and that later Simpson held 
the child under the water until it 
was dead.

Figure Only 5% in 1887, Federal 
Bureau.of Census 
Finds. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1:.—Statis- 
tics issued by the Bureau of Cen- 
sus show that in 1931 17.3 divorces 
were granted for each 100 mar- 
riages as compared with 5.5 in 1887. 

The increase in the ratio of di- 
vorces to marriages was much more 
rapid after 1922 than in the earlier 
part of the 45-year period. There 
were 1,060,554 marriages in 1931, a 
reduction of 5.9 per cent from 1930, 
and 183,664 divorces, a reduction of 
41 per cent. Both divorces and 
marriages have been declining 
since 1929. 

More divorces were granted in 
Texas than any other state—}5,788. 
California had 15,113, Illinois 13,- 
893 and Ohio 13,312. New York was

Gerling Estimates Assess-; 


ment Reduction Would 
Cost $1,000,000, Tax 
Delinquency $300,000. 


‘Faced with a serious problem of 
dwindling revenue and threatened 
further decreases, public school of- 
ficials are seeking new economies. 

If a new reduction of 10 per cent 
in property valuation for tax pur- 
poses is made, as contemplated by 
city officials, total income of the 
schools for the fiscal year starting 
next July 1 may not exceed $9,000,000, 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Gerling thinks. Receipts for 
the current fiscal year were esti- 
mated at $10,800,000, but Gerling 
now says they may not exceed $10,- 
300,000. 

The next fiscal year’s receipts 
probably will be the lowest for 13 
years. In 1920-21 the Board of Ed- 
ucation had an income of $8,057,000. 
Its largest year’s income was $13,- 
265,358, in 1930-31, but 'in the: last 


fiscal year there was a drop to 

$12,401,431. The law requires the 

board to operate within its income, 
Hopes to Avoid Wage Cut. 

Salaries of teachers and other 
board employes will not have to be 
reduced, Gerling hopes, even if the 
tax assessment is cut. They con- 
stitute the lion’s share of school ex- 
penditures. The Instruction Depart- 
ment requires about three-fourths 
of the board’s money. Discussing 
possible savings in that department, 
if next year’s income is reduced to 
about $9,000,000, the superintendent 
said: 

“We would have to cut down a 
great deal in the hygiene division; 
we could not keep up the extensive 
health service it has been giving. 
Work in the evening schools, the 
playgrounds, the manual arts 
courses and the various special 
schools would have to be shrunken; 
it could not be as extensive as it 
has been. Summer schools, which 
were dropped last year, could not 
be restored. We would have to 
drop evening classes for teachers at 
the teachers’ colleges. 

“It would be necessary to consid- 
er the reduction, if not elimination, 
of free supplies for pupils. I don’t 
mean books, but writing paper, 
pencils, drawing materials and so 
on, amounting to about $100,000 a 
year, might be withdrawn. The 
practice of giving free supplies, in- 
stituted gradually, began about 30 
years ago. 

: Can’t Discharge Teachers. 

“JT don’t know what the board’s 
other departments might be able to 
save. 

“As to salaries, my thought is 
that by economical arrangements 
we probably could prevent further 
reduction of salaries. I am not 
in a position td say that certainly 
would be the case; I'll have to 
consult with the other officers as 
to that. Of course, the voluntary 
10 per cent reduction put in effect 
for the current year on July 1 
would have to be continued. We 
have suddenly dropped from an 
ample revenue to a much lower 
revenue, largely because of the cut 
in the assessment last year and 
tax delinquency, but we cannot dis- 
charge teachers, because they have 
permanent tenure. 

“St. Louis schools have a repu- 
tation for solidity, permanency of 
teachers’ tenure and permanency 
of salary schedules. We are deter- 
mined to conserve the interests of 
the taxpaying public; among those 
interests is the esteem in which St. 
Louis is held educationally. We 
have been receiving from promi- 
nent journals commendation over 
the way the Board of Education has 
been meeting the problems of the 
depression.” 

Gerling estimates that the new 
cut in the assessment being dis- 
cussed would deprive the schools 
of about $1,000,000 in revenuein the 
next fiscal year, and that increased 
tax delinquency would cost an- 
other $300,000. 

The Immediate Problem. 

School afficials have a more im- 
mediate financial, problem than 
next year’s budget. It is caused 
by the.failure of receipts in the 
current year to come up to expec- 
tations, because of tax delinquency. 
Gerling thinks the current yeur’s 
income will be about $500,000 less 
than anticipated when the budget 
was prepared last summer. Should 
the Legislature withhold or reduce 
funds, such as the $230,000 text- 
book fund or the $100,000 teacher 
training item, the problem would 
be enlarged. 

However, in the first half of the 
current fiscal year, school ex- 
penditures were about $200,000 less 
than had been planned in the bud- 
get, and Gerling thinks the other 
$300,000 can be sayéd in the next 
six. months. 

Qne interesting and important 
item of saving has been in the high 
schools. In spite of a large in- 
crease in attendance and conse- 
quent increase in the number of 
pupils, the total annual cost was 
cut by $52,000 last year and the an- 
nual cost per pupil was reduced 
from $191 to $175. This was done 
almost altogether by making the 
average number of pupils per class 
26 instead of 25. This year there 
has been a much larger increase in 
attendance, but the average size of 
classes is being raised again snd

fices will be $10,000 less than pro- 
vided in the budget, through econ- 
omies. 
The Building Department. 

Building Commissioner Friton 
said he would endeavor to reduce 
expenses of his department as much 
as possible next year, if the neces- 
sity arises, although it would be 
difficult. He could not forecast 


what economies might be made, but 


said he would seek to avoid salary 
reductions. Drastic curtailment of 
the building department, eliminat- 
ing all new construction, was made 
this year. It ranks next to the 
Instruction Department in expense, 

In an effort to help offset this 
year’s dwindling income, Friton has 
placed maintenance mechanics on a 
basis of one-third of full time. 

Arthur S. Werremeyer, chairman 
of the board’s Finance Committee, 
has called a special meeting of the 
committee and executive officers for 
Jan. 23 to discuss the current finan- 
cial situation. Board members also 
are talking about savings for next 
year. President Myrt A. Rollins 
said it was doubtful that the board 
would oppose the move to reduce 
the assessment. He thinks salary 
reduction would be a last recourse. 

The school tax rate is 85 cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation, as 
fixed by voters in 1930 until 1934. 
Without authorization of the voters 
the rate could not exceed 60 cents; 
voters cannot authorize a rate high- 
er than $1. 


Question of Charging for Use of 
School Buildings Reopened. 


The question of a charge of $2.50 
a night for organizations using 
school buildings was reopened by 
the Board of Education last night. 
The charge had been ordered last 
summer and dropped in September 
because of protests from some of 
the organizations. Ben Weidle 
pointed out that between Nov. 21 
and Dec. 21, there had been 1099 
meetings in school buildings, at- 
tended by 39,000 persons, at a cost 
to the board of $2501 for custodia 
service, heat and light. On esata 
of Arthur 8S.

Denver Man, Who Never Fired 
Pistol Before, Uses Weapon 
Handed to Him.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 11.— 
A man who had never fired a pis- 
tol before shot and killed one of 
two robbers who attempted to 
hold up a bus here last night. The 
second robber leaped from the bus 
and got away. 

The man who did the shooting 
was David Taylor of Denver. Tay- 
lor, with his wife and three chil- 
dren had boarded the bus a short 
time before the passengers were 
startled by the command, “This is 
a holdup.” A _ fellow passenger 
passed an automatic pistol to Tay- 
lor, who with his first and only 
shot killéd one of the robbers. In 
the pockets of the dead man, po- 
lice said they found a lodge receipt 
and a card bearing the name of 
Herman Lee Fuller of Heavener, 
Ok. Fuller is a grocer there and 
he is coming here to view the body. 

A few minutes after the bus, 
bound for Salina, Kan., left the 
Kansas City (Mo.) terminal of the 
Pickwick company, the robbers 
took up positions at the front and 
rear. Passengers screamed as the 
two men drew pistols and ordered 
them to raise their hands. 

John Donzelli, Chicago, linged 
at the robber in front, but was 
struck on the head and fell to the 
floor. The commotion drew. the 
other hold-up man to the front. 

B. F. Day, who was sitting in a 
back seat, then gave his pistol to 
Taylor to use, for Taylor was in a 
more advantageous position than 
Day.

striking Taylor in the left foot,. 
A check among the 17 passen- 
gers showed that ‘the total loot 
‘was about 90 cents, That amount 
was found in thé pocket of the 
dead robber.

He 
had spent his last money for tick- 
ets.

MICHIGAN GOVERNOR TO FREE

Of the total delinquency, $10,536,- 
885 is due on 1932 taxes, and $7,921,- 
774 is from previous years, back to 
1922. The exact division of the de- 
linquency, between real estate and 
personal property taxes, is not 
shown, but real estate is usually 75 
per cent or more of the whole—in 
a compilation made last March it 
was 77 per cent. 

The city collects most of its de- 
linguent real estate taxes, as prop- 
erty cannot be sold to advantage 
uniess the taxes are paid.. It col- 
lects a penalty of 1 per cent a 
month for delinquency, plus a 2 
per cent fee assessed March 1 on 
taxes due the previous Dec. 31. 

The 1932 tax levy was $32,648,686, 
of which $21,919,320 was collected 
without penalty up to the end of 
the year, and $192,481 has been paid 
since, leaving the $10,536,885 de- 
linguency already cited for 1932. 

The Collector’s office makes its 
annual compilation of delinquent 
taxes March 1. This compilation 
last year showed $12,101,349 due, of 
which $9,361,786 was on real estate 
and $2,740,063 on nersonal property.

The attacking force includes ar- 
ilery and cavalry marching from 

ichung, north of Shanhaikwan, 
which is in the hands of the Jap- 
anese. Lingyuan is in Southern 
Jehol. 

These dispatches, which were not 
confirmed, say also that a Japanese 
landing force has been put ashore 
at Chinwangtao, a seaport not far 
from Shanhaikwan, and is pafrol- 
ing that vicinity.

.PEIPING, China, Jan. 11.—Jap- 
nese troops have put the Chinese 
defenders to flight and are in com- 
plete control of Chiumenkow, “the 
pass of the nine gates,” through the 
Great Wall into Jehol, the Jap- 
anese legation announced this eve- 
ning. 

Foreign military observers , here 
were inclined to regard this action 
as less decisive than it appeared. 
They interpreted it as a purely de- 
fensive measure designed to protect 
the Japanese force which occupied 
Shanhaikwan last week from a pos- 
sible flank attack... The Chiumen- 
kow Pass is 12 miles north of 
Shanhaikwan, 

Also, these observers said, it is 
only one of several passes leading 
into Jehol with which Chang Hsueh- 
liang, the North China commander, 
till can maintdin contact. 

“Won’t Advance Into China.” 

Gen. Miyake, commanding the 
apanese force, announced through 
the Japanese press that he intended 
to keep the pass closed but that he 
did not intend to advance inside the 
wall into China proper. 

The Japanese hoped to isolate 
about 10,000 Chinese troops already 
in Jehol by closing off Chiumenkow 
as well as the eastern gate of the 
Great Wall at Shanhaikwan. They 
succeeded at Shanhaikwan in the 
three-day battle last week. The 
anguard of the Japanese expedi- 
lon reached Chiumenkow early yes- 
terday and a terrific all-day battle 
ensued. By night the Chinese said 
there had not even been a contact 
at the southern end of the gateway. 

After climbing steadily higher 
ground to the north from Shan- 
haikwan and the Yellow Sea, the 
Great Wall swings southward again 
at Chiumenkow. (A Japanese mil- 
ltary bulletin said Japanese planes 

bombed Shimenchai, 10 miles far- 
thet along. “The majority of the 
enemy,” it said had retreated at 
that point). 

Mountain Slow Up Japanese.

— Economic Control Needed 
In United States, Says Mussolini 


Fascist Leader, in Interview With Cleveland 
Rabbi, Declares Government Must Reg- 
ulate Both Capital and Labor. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 11—Premier Musso- 
lini told an American visitor: yes- 
terday that a central master mind 
and central economic control are 
necessary in a country like the 
United States, but he is eens to 
rule by technocracy. 

The Premier set forth his ideas 
in an interview at his office in the 
Pallazo Venezia with Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver of Cleveland, O. 
Technology is imperative as 
part of any advanced nation’s Gov- 
erning system, he said, but life is 
too complex to be ruled effectively 
by it alone. 

The much discussed word tech- 
nocracy, according to the -Rabbi, 
seemed to Mussolini to imply a 
sort of technological absolutism. 
“Man is more than technology, 
he is an artistic, a political and a 
moral being,” Dr. Silver quoted the 
Premier. “Technology is -only a 
section of social life, whereas the 
whole life of man must be satis- 
fied.” 

When Dr. Silver asked Mussolini 
if he thought gentral control of eco- 
nomic life possible in a country like 
the United States, he answered: 
“Yes, it is possible and necessary.” 

“Lone Guiding Mind. 

In reply to a question about 
whether he believed a single mas- 
ter hand was needed to achieve 
this central planning, he laughed 
and said: “Of course I believe a 
lone guiding mind to be the first 
requirement, but there must also 
be the means for achievement.” 

A country such as America, he 


added, must. control economic life 
just as it controls the army and 
navy. In ruling fascist Italy Mus- 
solini has put this principle in 
practice by maintaining rigid sup- 
ervision over industry. 

Recently a law was enacted mak- 
ing the establishment of new in- 
dustries a subject of Government 
permission, and a Government 
spokesman a few days ago inti- 
mated that it is planned to merge 
the Chamber of Deputies with the 
National Council of Corporations, 
creating a sort of technical legis- 
lative body. 

“We must control capital and la- 
bor but with equal justice to both.” 
Mussolini said. 

Achievement of Fascism. 

He said agricultural and educa- 
tional development were the out- 
standing achievements of the first 
decade of fascism in Italy and said 
much more would be accomplished 
if more capital were available. 

He spoke of religious tolerance, 
declaring there was no anti-semi- 
tism in Italy, where Jews occupy 
position of high importance. 

“We give our young a national, 
religious and physical education,” 
he explained. “Of course, religion 
with tolerance—we have complete 
religious tolerance in Italy and 
recognize the status of J ewish citi- 
zens.” 

He expressed the opinion that 
the increase in anti-semitism in the 
world in recent years was due to 
economic sufferings and said he 
thought that with the return . of 
normal times it would wane.

Sinaida Wolkow Turns on 
Gas in Berlin Apartment, 
Leaving Note Saying ‘On 
Account of Illness.’

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Sinaida Wol- 
kow, daughter of Leon Trotzky, the 
exiled. Russian Bolshevik leader, 
committed suicide here last week. 
Her identification was made public 


yesterday. 

She was said to have lost her 
passport when Soviet citizenship 
was withdrawn from Trotzky and 
his family. The only message she 
left said: “Be good to my boy. I 
have taken my life on account of 
illness.” 

She died of gas asphyxiation. Her 
6-year-old son survives. She had 
been suffering from _ tuberculosis 
for a long time. 

Her landlady said Frau Walkow 
served notice that she would va- 
cate the apartment Jan. 1, saying: 
“T most likely cannot remain here. 
I don’t know whether I will get 
permission to stay.” She took her 
son to school the morning of Jan. 
5 and said she would call for him 
late in the afternoon, then went 
home to the apartment and turned 
on the gas. 

Police said there had been no 
move to revoke Fray Welkow’s per- 
mission to stay in Germany.

Po- 
lice who intervened were greeted 
with a volley of shots whieh they 
returned.

Hugo Zoeller, 81 years old, died 
today. He made several voyages 
around the’ world with the ‘ate 
Prince Henry of Prussia.

He 
wrote books on the Andes and 
pampas while in New Guinea and 
neighboring islands. A mountain, 
a bay and an archipelago are 
named after him. 


U. S. TO SEEK $9,305,635 
ON OIL LEASE MADE BY FALL 


Amount Reached in Audit of 
Petroleum Sales From 660 
Acres in California. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 11—-Pro- 
viding’a basis for final settlement 
of the long standing controversy be- 
tween the Covernment and _ the 
Pan-American Petroleum Co. an 
audit. covering returns from 660 
acres of oil land in Kern: County 
has been filed in Federal Court by 
W. C: McDuffie, receiver in equity 
for the Richfield Oil Co. 

The audit indicated the company 
received $9,305,635 from the sale of 
petroleum products taken from the 
leases, granted the company in 
1921 by Albert B. Fali, then Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The United 
States Supreme Court declared the 
grant illegal and ordered the land 
restored to the Government. Pan- 
American subsequently was ac- 
quired by Richfield. 

A refund of expenses on the prop- 
erty, amounting to $27,969 was 
claimed by Richfield in submitting 
the audit. Government attorneys 
indicated they will ask the full 
amount of money realized from the 
sale of petroleum products from 
the land during the litigation be 
returned by the company.

TOREDRAFT BEER 
BILL IN’ PART 


Subcommittee’s. Plan to 
Bring It Within Constitu- 
tion ‘‘Without Doubt,” 
Blaine Says. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11-—A Sen- 
ate Judiciary subcommittee decided 
today to redraft the House 3.2 per 
cent beer bill in a way which 
Chairman Blaine said would “bring 
it within the Constitution without 
any doubt whatever.” Blaine hoped 
the bill could be speedily whipped 
into form for presentation to the 
Senate. 

Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin, said an 
“overwhelming majority” of the 
group of five favored the redraft, 
which will be drawn today and 
considered tomorrow. 

The spécific plan in mind was 
not announced, but several propos- 
als have, been advanced, including 
the fixing of penalties for manu- 
facturing beer above a certain per- 
centage without attempting to de- 
fine an intoxicant, 

Move to Advertise Beer. 

In the House today an amend-* 
ment to the Collier beer bill to 
permit nation-wide advertising of 
the 3.2 per cent beverage in news- 
papers was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Erk (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
as the request of the Pennsylvania 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association. 

“The amendment,” Erk said in a 
statement, “would provide for ail 
avenues of modern publicity in the 
marketing of the beverage and 
would aid to produce the greatest 
possible revenue by taxation of the 
non-intoxicating malt liquors au- 
thorized by the Collier bill.” 

The bill prohibits the advertisinz 
of or solicitation of orders for the 
beverage. Erk said if the provi- 
sions were retained in the bill “the 
marketing of beer would be seri- 
ously handicapped.” 


Dry Repeal Situation. 

The beer piii thus overshadows 
for the moment the prohibition re- 
peal situation, which has been com- 
plicated by Speaker Garner’s stand 
for outright effacement of the 
eighteenth amendment, with no 
Federal reservations. 

Despite the opposition of Garner 
and other House leaders, however. 
Senate Democrats hoping House 
leaders will yield, intend to bring to 
a vote the resolution drafted by the 
Blaine subcommittee, which »ro- 
vides for Federal protection to dry 
states and gives Congress power to 
bar saloons. 

Senator Walsh of Montana, a:z- 
sistant Democratic leader, predict- 
ed yesterday that the Blaine reso- 
lution would pass the Senate, but at 
the same timg there appeared to be 
a sharp division of opinion among 
anti prohibitionists of both parties 
over the saloon clause. 

The Republican wet bloc of the 
House will meet Friday to consider 
the proposal. Representative Beck 
of Pennsylvania, in announcing the 
meeting, expressed his personal op- 
position on the ground that it “fa- 
tally compromises the basic prin- 
ciple of the wet movement, which | 
is to restore to the states. their 
ancient right of self-government.” 

Prohibitionists at Work. 

Prohibition organizations are car- 
rying their case against the beer 
bill to President Hoover, and will 
make still more vigorous appeals 
for his veto if the Senate follows 
the House and approves the mea- 
sure. 

The American Temperance Socie- 
ty of the Seventh-Day. Adventists, 
in a letter to the Chief Executive, 
said that “while prohibition has not 
accomplished all that was intend- 
ed,” it had been “a sufficient suc- 
cess to warrant its continuance.” ~ 

There have been informal discus- 
sions between dry group |. leaders 
here on steps to take. One suggse- 
tion is that the National Conference 
of Organizations supporting the 
eighteenth amendment appeal to 
the President, that each of the 35 
groups making up the Conference 
appeal directly and separately as 
organizations, and that as many 
of the millions of members of tem- 
perance organizations as possible 
individually ask for the President’s 
veto.

The threat was pictured by Hu- 
for a sTouP of national engineering 
societies in testimony on the Black 
bill for a 30-hour work week, one 
of three proposals under study by 
Senate committees to help the job- 
less and the wage earner. 

Aaron, before a Judiciary sub- 
committee, said the Government 
must shorten working hours to 
solve the problem created by the 
displacement of working men 
through the development of ma- 
chines. 

“Shall we let our civilization: 
crash through failure to invoke the 
law?” he asked. 

Calling attention to widespread 
unemployment, he said: “If it is not 
remedied it does not take a prophet 
to see what will happen.” 

On the other-hand, he contend- 
ed, if the hours of labor are short- 
ened, “there will be a demand for 
labor so that speaking generally 
every Man and woman can get a 
job.” 

The Black bill also was indorsed 
by Grover W. Ayers, Washington 
advertising man. 

Donald Richberg Heard. 

Donald Richberg, Chicago, coun- 
sel for the Railway Labor Execu- 
tives’ Association, testified in favor 
of a measure by Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, which provides 
for establishment of a pension 
fund by “fifty-fifty” contributions 
from employes and employers. 

A charge that President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor is playing into the hands 
of the “bankers and owners of in- 
dustry” by supporting the Black 
bill was mad@ by a member of his 
own organization yesterday. 

Louis Weinstock, secretary of the 
Federation’s trade union commit- 
tee for unemployment § insurance 
and relief, asserted that his com- 
mittee would oppose the bill unless 
it provides against the cutting of 
wages and includes the establish- 
ment of a minimum wage scale. 

Appears Before Committee. 

Weinstock was witness before 
the Senate Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee, which’ last week had heard 
Green give the 30-hour week Dill 
his support. 

Without the points which he 
enumerated, the witness said, the 
bill would be “nothing else but the 
legalization of the Hoover stagger 
plan and the W. C. Teagle ‘share- 
the-work’ plan, commonly known 
as the ‘share-the-poverty’ plan.” 

His statement said Green and 
the executive council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, have 
“supported every action of the 
bankers and dwners of industry in 
their schemes to put the burden of 
the crisis upon the shoulders of 
the workers.” 

Speaks of Strike Threat. 

Another ‘witness before the com- 
mittee, Arthur J. Lovell of Cleve- 
land, vice-president of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Engineers, indicated that railroad 
workers might’ strike to force 
shorter working periods to spread 
employment if Congress does not 
act. 

A minimum wage provision was 
advocated by Charles B. Rockwell 
Jr., Bristol, R. I. vice-president 
of Collins & Aikman Corporation: 
and Austin T. Levy, Harrisville, R. 
I., president of the Stillwater 
Worsted Mills. Both approved-the 
bill in principle. 


Insists on Shorter Hours Without 
Reduction in Pay. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 11.—Reduction of 
working hours must be realized 
without reduction *of wages, Leon 
Jouhaux, general secretary of the 
French Confederation of Labor, to- 
day told the International Confer- 
ence on Unemployment. 

It was understood he spoke for 
all the workers’ delegates attend- 
ing, who had agreed in advance to 
maintain this policy in defense of 
wages. .

OUTBREAK IN SPAIN 
ENTERS FOURTH DAY 


Anarchist. - Syndicalist Revolt 
Marked by Attacks on 
Barracks. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Jan. 11—The Govern- 
ment ordered the continuance of 
the utmost vigilance throughout 
Spain as reports today indicated 
minor outbreaks in the anarchist- 
syndicalist revolt. 

Military circles reported officers 
and troops on leave were ordered 
to return to their barracks under 
the Government’s decision to estab- 
lish martial law in regions where 
further important outbreaks might 


be attempted. After three days of 
fighting 40 persons were killed, 
Many more were wounded and hun- 
dreds imprisoned. 


The martial law orders were re- 
ported to affect aviation pilots, who 
it is understood, are ready to as- 
sume responsibility for mail and 
service in case strikes tie up the 
railroads. 

In Granada, several bombs 
ploded, wrecking two shops 
wounwing three persons today. 
wounding three persons. today. 
when they arrested 13 extremists 
while others fled from a _ secret 
meeting. The guards found 30 
bombs in the room where the ex- 
tremists were meeting. 

A joint syndicalist-anarchist man- 
ifesto was made public in Valencia 
last night declaring “a revolution is 
now progressing in many places 
like Barcelona and Lerida; soldiers

are joining the movement. Several 
Valencian towns have proclaimed 
anarchist-Communist Govern- 
ments.” 

Guards were on the way to Cadiz 
today where a strike continues. 
In nearby Medina-Sidonia, anar- 
chists were reported to have over- 
come the civil guards and raised a 
black flag. Crews of men through- 
out the area were reported cutting 
telephone wires. 


Extremists fired on San Augus- 
tin barracks in Barcelona early to- 
day from roof-tops and nearby 
streets. Almost simultaneous at- 
tacks on barracks in various cities 
including Madrid marked the be- 
ginning of the uprisings Sunday. 


ov. Moies announced he sus- 
pended the heavyweight boxing 
match scheduled in Barcelona to- 
day between Paulino Uzcudin and 
Roberto Roberti because permis- 
sion had not been asked “in due 
time” to permit the Government to 
take precautions.

tion to suppress the arms traffic, 
was impossible. 

The committee today discussed 
ratifying the convention, but Chair- 
man Borah said it preferred to 
take the other course. Consider- 
able opposition has been voiced 
against the Geneva pact in the 
past, 

Borah said he saw no reason why 

the resolution should not be passed 
at this session. 
. William R. Castle, Under-Secre- 
tary of State, and Francis A. White, 
Assistant: Secretary in charge of 
Latin-American affairs, were before 
the committee and told of the ad- 
ministration’s wishes to promote 
peace in Latin-America, especially 
through the arms embargo plan. 

When the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee was called togeth- 
er to take up the request, Chair- 
man Borah recalled that the con- 
vention, signed in Geneva in 1925, 
had been put aside by the commit- 
tee without action years ago.

Steps leading to increase in employ- 
ment—not charity—must be speedy, for 
there is no time to Jose. The situation is 
serious, and dilatory tactics invite chaos. 

A few vital pieces of legislation that 
are now being frequently discussed, and 
which must go into effect “at once, are 
the following: farm relief by proper 
regulation of both production and distri- 
bution; unemployment insurance; old-age 
pensions; municipal control of public 
utilities, and last, but very important, 
the 30-hour week in all industries, at 
no decrease in wages except where the 
remuneration is sufficient still to permit 


wage-earner to live comfortably.

A Criticism of Walter Lippmann.

Since he has been putting out his syn- 
dicated articles, he has been leaning over 
backward toward the Democratic party.

WORSE THAN NO REPEAL. 
‘We are glad to note that Speaker Garner and 
Floor Leader Rainey are opposed to the denatured 
repeal resolution now pending in the Senate; that 
Jouett Shouse, president of the Association Against 


[the Prohibition Amendment, prefers to let the present 
amendment stand rather than to see the resolution ; 


pass; that Senator Bratton will carry to the floor 
bis fight for ratification by conventions; and, finally, 
that the cat is out of the bag with the announcement 
of several ardent Senate drys that they will vote for 
the resolution. It is their baby. 

So unaccustomed is this country to honesty and 
candor in political platforms that it experienced an 
‘electric thrill last June when the Democrats at Chi- 
cago came out for repeal, without an “if,” an “and” 
or a “but.” Between June and November, the voters 
had plenty of time to mull over the proposal of naked 
repeal, and in the latter month they gave their deci- 
sion in stentorian tones. Regardless of what Bishop 
Cannon, or Dr. McBride, or any part of the dry die- 
hards claim, the November election served notice on 
the politicians that this country is through with the 
ridiculous experiment of prohibition. 

Yet here is the leaderless and footless short ses- 
sion, dominated by a residue of defeated drys, at- 
tempting to oppose the popular will. The first test 
came in the House on the Garner resolution, which 
implicitly followed the Democratic platform. That 
resolution was defeated by a narrow margin, with 
30 reelected Democrats, owing their seats to the 
Democratic promise of naked repeal, voting against 
it. Now comes another resolution, concocted in the 
recesses of a subcommittee, designed, not to fulfill 
the people’s wishes, but to placate the dry leaders. 

As we pointed out the other day, the Senate resolu- 
tion follows the repudiated recommendation of Presi- 
dent Hoover, made in his acceptance speech, and the 
repudiated plank of the Republican platform. It 
leaves in the hands of the Federal Government police 
power over the liquor traffic. It continues to regard 
the Federal Constitution as a legislative instrument, 
rather than as a creed of organic principles. Despite 
the Webb-Kenyon law, which covers the same ground, 
it prohibits the shipment of liquor into dry states. It 
gives Congress concurrent power to ban the saloon, 
which means that the army of Federal spies and. 
snoopers will be retained on the public payroll. " 
But most astonishing of all is the provision in the 
resolution for ratification by Legislatures rather than 
by conventions. Whereas up to this point the reso- 
lution follows faithfully the Republican platform, 
it here departs from both platforms, which declared 
specifically for the convention method. It is nothing 
less than downright effrontery for Senators so to 
reverse the platforms of both parties, and the 
entire electorate. It is a denial of every concept of 
representative government. — \ 
Because of the Treasury’s large deficit, we had 
hoped the short session would pass a repeal resolu- 
tion in time to permit the setting up of conventions 
by the 43 Legislatures which meet this winter. If 
repeal could be had within the year, with the tremen- 
dous revenue that would flow from it, many of the 
financial worries of the Roosevelt administration 
would disappear. But if this is the only sort of 
repeal possible, we agree with Mr. Shouse that it is 
better to let the eighteenth amendment stand. We 
can be sure that, after March 4, the new administra- 
tion will give us what we voted for.

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MISSOURI COLONELS. 

The 56 brand-new Colonels. (and: one Admiral) of 
the Governor’s staff, having survived the inaugura- 
tion, have had their baptism of service to the State. 
They have run the gantlet of comment on their re- 
splendent appearance, from marveling admiration to 
brutal scoffing. Staff Colonels may be viewed by 
soured skeptics as useless appendages, but they have 
very definite uses. Their commissions represent the 
payment of a political debt, relieving the Governor 
of that much pressure from: possible office seekers. 
Their presence lends a note of color to what might 
otherwise be a drab function, considering the con- 
ventional character of male attire. And their titles 
gratify a natural craving for distinguished appel- 
lations. 

These are their merits in normal times, but in 
1933 they. have an added function, in helping start 
the wheels of industry. Each uniform cost $93, rep- 
resenting a sizable boost to the cloth manufacturers, 
their employes, the tailors and the gold/braid makers. 
The Colonels must journey to the capital at their own 
expense whenever the Governor summons them,’ and- 
must pay for their own maintenance, thereby helping 
the depressed railroads and hotel keepers. Not only do 
the Colonels support industry, but they are patrons 
of art, since it is the custom for each staff to pay 
for a painting of the Governor’s wife, at a cost of 
$1000 to $1500. Perhaps what this depressed country 
needs is more free-spending Colonels. 
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A POOR START. 


Reappointment of John B. Haskell as chairman 
of the Accounts Committee in the Missouri House of 
Representatives is scarcely a promising start for the 
widely advertised “new deal” at Jefferson City. For 
Haskell held the same post in the 1931 Legislature, 
and figured in the charges made by former Treasurer 
Brunk regarding the loss of $200,000 to the State 
through House payroll padding and irregularities in 
purchasing. Although largely a backfire started by 
Brunk after the impeachment charges against him- 
self, these were serious allegations, meriting far more 
searching inquiry than they ever received. It was 
Haskell’s duty, as head of the committee that passes 
on House expenditures, to approve or disapprove the 
vouchers: later denounced as fraudulent. _ Speaker 
Meredith, who has just appointed him,' says Haskell 
admitted his inability to keep down the “‘over-expendi- 
tures” at, that time, but wanted a chance to vindi- 
cate himself by holding down costs in the present 
session. 

In so important a post as this, it is essential to 
have an official of unquestioned ability and unim- 
peachable record. Haskell may be an otherwise high- 
ly able man, but the manner ih which previous trans- 
gressions escaped his eye makes the present appoint- 
ment of dubious merit. Speaker Meredith, in his 
virtual apology for making the appointment, inti- 
mates as much. His further explanation of why Has- 
kell was named throws light on the forces seeking to 
control the Legislature. Meredith said that the Jack-

‘dress, looks upon the needs of Illinois as he takes the 
helm of our great neighbor’s ship of state. He sees 
clearly. There can be no partisan approach to the 


administration at Springfield. There must not be a 
cleavage between downstate and Chicago. Republic- 
ans and Democrats in all parts of the State joined 
in putting the new administration in office. Working 
as a whole, the entire State—its officials and those 
whom they serve—can and must decrease the cost of 
government and perform the other tasks which 
confront them. 

While Gov. Horner touched many of these problems 
in his address, it is his advocacy of an emergency sales 
tax which will prove of greatest interest. His forth- 
coming address to the Legislature will develop this 
subject. Meanwhile, it is only fair to take at its 
face value his statement that “efforts to accomplish 
economy should be exhausted before experimenting 
with new tax devices.” As readers of the Post-Dispatch 
know, we feel that the sales tax is an unfair levy 
against low incomes. Secretary of the Treasury Mills, 
just a year ago, characterized the sales tax as bear- 
ing no relation to ability to pay, as regressive, as very 
difficult to administer, and the almost inevitable cause 
of pyramiding in the course of successive sales. 

The suggestion of the sales tax leads directly to 
another recommendation of the new Governor. He 
asks for a State constitutional convention to bring 
the present basic code, which was adopted in 1870, 
into harmony with the times. The need for a less 
rigid Constitution for Illinois was well shown last 
year, when the courts declared unconstitutional a 
statute enacted by the Legislature providing for a 
State income tax. Obviously, a State income tax 
is in order in Illinois. 
declare an income tax contrary to the Constitution, 
this proper tax is made impossible. There is only one 
thing to do, and that is to rewrite the Constitution. 
When this is done, those who are selected for the 
task will do well to keep in mind Goy. Horner’s wise 
counsel that a Constitution should declare fundamen- 
tal principles and not pass legislation. Had the 
framers of the 1870 code worked on that basis, the job 
would not need to be done over again now. 

Among the other recommendations of the new Gov- 
ernor are: simplification of the election system, cor- 
relation of the work of relief agencies, closer regula- 
tion of banking facilities, stricter regulation of the 
sales of securities by the State Commerce Commis- 
sion, reduction of the State bureaucracy, repeal of the 
State search and seizure act, repeal of the executive 
immunity act and the redistricting, of the State for 
Representatives in Congress and members of the 
State Legislature. 

Each of these latter suggestions is admirable. They 
should be made effective as soon as careful legislative 
work will permit. As for Gov. Horner’s part in the 
program, it is His attitude which perhaps above all 
commends him to the citizens of Illinois. “I shall,” 
he says, “make no pretense of infallibility.” He in- 
vites the help of all. With conditions such as they 
are, Illinois will only serve its best interests by join- 
ing in the co-operative enterprise he has outlined.

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THE FEDERAL BUILDING FIGHT.

On Certain Illusions Beyond the Seas 


ROM various European sources there 
F are reports Which indicate a serious 

misunderstanding of the probable course 
of American policy during the next six 
months. The accounts from Geneva, where 
the experts are preparing for the world 
economic conference, suggest that the Brit- 
ish representative, Sir Frederick Leith- 
Ross, and the French representative, 
Charlies Rist, are at one in thinking that the 
war debts problem must be~disposed of be- 
fore the economic conference can even be- 
gin. The London Times, on Monday, took 
the same view. 


It is not likely to be the American view. 


For, while the policy of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration has not yet been disclosed, and 
perhaps has not yet even been formulated, 
it is reasonably safe t6 assume that the 
logic of American interests will make the 
United States quite unwilling to close an 
arrangement about her war debts until 
there is an understanding as to what Great 
Britain proposes to do about her own cur- 
rency and all the currencies of the world 
which depend upon it. Increasingly, it is 
coming to be understood in the United 
States that the pressure of depreciating and 
disorderly currencies upon world prices is 
aggravating every American difficulty, and 
that: unless this pressure is relieved the path 
to recovery must remain intolerably diffi- 
‘cult. 
2 * - 

The chief inducement offered. to. the 
American people for agreeing to a final 
settlement of the war debts is that such a 
settlement will make for recovery. This 


is the argument advanced in the British 


note last month, It is a persuasive argu- 
ment. But the British people will be seri- 
ously misled if they assume that the Amer- 
ican people will be satisfied with vague as- 
surances as to the good effects of a lenient 
settlement, They will want something more 
tangible. : 
They see that today more than half. the 
population of the globe is trading in cur- 
rencies which are managed or indirectly 
controlled from London. They believe that 
the Way in which’these currencies behave 
comes very near to exercising a decisive ef- 
fect on world prices. I venture to think 
that, before they agree to a final settlement 
of war debts, the American people will wish 


to know what the intentions of London are: 


as to the future of the currencies it con- 
trols.. They will not. be content to entrust 
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dangerous; the United States cannot afford 
to accept the risk of compelling other na- 
tions to disarm. It would become morally 
responsible for their security. It has been 
suggested that the debts be used to buy a 
favored position for American exports in 
foreign markets. There is little likelihood 
that such an arrangement would be agreed 
to, or that it would work well if it were. 


But between the world currency prob- 
lem and the war debts there is a natural 
and necessary connection. It is almost cer- 
tainly ‘true, as the report of the League 
Committee on Currency pointed out last 
summer, that a return to the international 
gold standard depends, among other things, 
upon a settlement of the deadweight pay- 
ments of reparations and war debts. It is 
no less true, from an American point of 
view, that a settlement of war debts will 
be without lasting benefit unless tk:re is a 
restoration and stabilization of currencies. 
Therefore, it is logical and appropriate that 
the American people should k. that war 
debts and world monetary policy be dealt 
with together, and that they should reject 
plans to settle the war debts before discuss- 
ing the British policy for sterling. 

It would be a great pity if responsible 
British statesmen were to take the view, 
which appears to be held by some influen- 


. tial Britons, that they have the power to 


force a settlement of the war debts without 
giving anything in return. It may: be true 
that as matters stand now the British, 
through the management of their currency, 
have power to exert tremendous pressure 
upon the countries like France and ‘the 
United States, which adhere to gold. It 
may be true that the bargaining value of 
the debts has been greatly reduced by the 
action of the American Government in De- 
cember, that this action has made it easier 
to default in June if no settlement is agreed 
to before then.

But, although the American position is 
weaker than it might have been, although 
the pressure of the world deflation is very 
severe, it would be a dangerous illusion to 
assume that the screws cannot be turned too 
far. The temper of the country, and the 
temper of the incoming Congress, should 
be taken into account, not only in Wash- 
ington, but in London, Paris and Geneva.

ee HE fatal weakness of a bureaucratis 
system of government is that it in 
evitably becomes either corrupt or prodigal 
‘in the expenditure of public funds.”

There was no smile on the face 
of the Missouri Tiger after last 
night’s basketball game with St.

Dirksen of St. Louis was high- 
score man of the game, with 11 
points, with Cochran, his colleague 
on the forward line, next, with 
nine.

The annual meeting of the Mie- 
sissippi Valley Athletic Associa- 
tion, which is to be held next '.fon- 
day evening at the Jefferson A. C,;

which the organization has spon- 
sored in the past few years. . 

Born of trouble with the West- 
ern A. A. U. and Bob Probst, presi- 
ident; in particular, the Mississippi 
Valley has battled away for some 
time, with the net result thatthe 
city of St. Louls was prevented 
from having any chance of being 
represented on the U. 8. boxing 
team at the last Olympic games. 

Almost from the start of. the 
Mississippi Valley there has -been 
dissension within its ranks. u- 
bie came to a head with the sus- 
pension of the South Broadway A. 
C., oldest organiation ‘in the Mis 
sissippi Valley, and the cornerstone 
of amateur boxing in St. Louis. 

Secretary Esser Resigns. 

Dick Esser, secretary of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley A. A, who an- 
nounced the suspension of the 
South Broadway because of alleged 
failure to pay sanction fees, said 
today that he had already submit- 
ted his resignation as secretary and 
would not be available for re-elec- 
tion.

PRESIDENT-ELECT TAKES UP 
STUDY OF DOMESTIC ISSUES 


William H. Gardiner, Navy League 

President, Calls on Roosevelt 

in New York. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Domestic 
issues commanded the attention of 
President-elect Roosevelt today, 
after an intensive study of the in- 
ternational situation. Explaining 
to newspaper men that he was not 
concentrating on one_ specific 
thing, Roosevelt said: “I am going 
ahead with the process of prepar- 
ing myself. Like Al Smith, I am 
getting a lot through the ears and 
also a lot through the eyes.” 

William Howard Gardiner, presi- 
dent of the Navy League, who en- 
gaged in a public dispute with 
President Hoover over the navy, 
was a caller today at the Roosevelt 
home. William B. Schearer, nig 
navy lobbyist, who was investigated 
by the Senate for his activity at 
the Geneva arms conference of 
1927, was with Gardiner at the 
Roosevelt meeting: 

Asked if he was in favor of a big 
navy, the President-elect replied: 
“Why don’t you ask me if I am in 
favor of adequate national defense 
and I would say yes.” 

Roosevelt was asked if he kad 
discussed beer legislation with the 
brewers. He said he had talked 
with the brewers last November 
and “They told me that 3.2 per 
cent beer was the lowest alcoholic 
content by which beer would be 
potable.” 

Roosevelt said that he intended 
to take his proposed sea vacation 
next month on the yacht of Vin- 
cent Astor, a distant relative. How- 
ever, instead of a 10-day cruise, he 
now contemplates only one week in 

Southern waters.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 11.—Issu- 
ance of scrip money by the city and 
county for relief of unemployment 
was approved yesterday by the City 
Council, which also ordered an in- 
vestigation of the plan’s legality. 

Under the proposal of Mayor 
William Mahoney, the certificates 
would be issued against a $100,000 
reserve fund to be set up by the 
Board of Public Welfare. They 


' would be used to pay workers on 


projects for the unemployed. To 
each $1 certificate a 2-cent special 
stamp would be added weekly by 
the holder. At the end of the year 
the certificate, with $1.04.in stamps 
attached, would be redeemed by 
the Welfare Board for $1 in cur- 
rency.

Have Colony in Valley Park 


‘Living in Houses Abandoned by Glass Plant 
Workers-Relief Agencies Have Little Luck 
Getting Them to Move On. 


/ - 
Stranded because of the elimina- 
tion of construction jobs employing 
transient labor, some 450 men, wo- 
men, and childrerr have created.a 
perplexing problem for Valley Park 
and St. Louis County relief agen- 


cies. 

Housed mainly in Valley Park 
frame dwellings occupied once by 
employes at the abandoned plant of 
the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., the 
colony consists mainly of the fam- 
ilies of laborers from the Missouri 
Ozarks, Oklahoma, Arkansas, and 
other southwestern sections. Some 
of the men were employed on high- 
way construction, now completed, 
others on railroad construction 
work. 

Upon the relief rolls of the St. 
Louis County Welfare Association 
are 120 families, many of them oc- 
cupying abandoned houses with 
broken windows and no conven- 
iences. Each family, and more than 
a dozen persons belong to some 
families, receives a $2 weekly food 
order, invested usually in beans, 
rice, and cornmeal. Seven Mexican 
families are on the relief lists. The 
St.. Vincent de Paul Society is as- 
sisting other families in the colony, 
which extends for several blocks on 
the eastern outskirts of the town. 
Others occupy shacks along the 
Meramec River east of the town 
limits. ! 

Outside of Regular Relief. 

This relief burden, taxing the re- 
sources of the community and the 
welfare agencies, is aggravated be- 
cause it presents a situation outside 
of the regular relief load repre- 
sented by unemployed residents of 
Valley Park who are not of the 
migratory laboring class and are 
simply awaiting the re-opening of 
established industries to get their 
old jobs back. 

Constant attempts are being 
made to send the transient labor- 
ers back where they came from 
but difficulty is encountered in es- 
tablishing ‘residences’ for them 
and getting their home communi- 
ties to assume responsibility. Some 
of the jobless laborers, it has been 
discovered, have even increased the 
colony by inviting indigent rela- 
tives to join them. 

City Marshal Richard James, aho 
aids in the relief work and is a 
member of a committee from the 
Valley Park Lions’ Club which 
conducts welfare activities, has 
been instructed by the City Admin- 


istration to “keep floaters moving 
on.” 

“It’s not so hard to prevent other 
people coming in,” James said to- 
day, “if we keep busy patroling 
the roads but it is hard to get rid 
of the ones we've got. If it wasn’t 
for the:children it might’ be pos- 
sible to make them move on—but 
who has the heart to refuse to 
feed little children?” * 

Back in Two Days. 

James related that a large fam- 
ily was found to be from Steel- 
ville. A court order was obtained, 
he said, and the family sent back 
there. 

“We thought we were rid of 
them,’ he remarked, “but two days 
later back they came. It seems the 
Steelville citizens took up a col- 
lection and sent them back with 
the message, “Crawford County is 
broke.’”’ : 

Some transients have been able 
to move in, James said, by paying 
their last dollars as a rental deposit 
and then not paying any mere. 
With vacant houses. about it is 
cheaper for realty owners to let 
them stay thah pay for evicting 
them. 

Authorities. at Valley Park are 
busy, too, he said, guarding against 
vagrants, many of whom are driven 
from the trains near Valley Park 
by railroad detectives and Kirk- 
wood police. 

Home Folks in Need. 

“Valley Park has become known 
as a generous town for floaters,” 
said Mayor Theodore Riefling, “but 
we have served notice that no long- 
er will they be allowed to settle 
here. We have enough to do to take 
care of our own citizens.” 

‘The Rev. F. X. Reker, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church and president 
of the town’s Chamber of Com- 
merce, said unemployment condi- 
tions in Valley Park proper are 
worse than at any time in the 29 
years he has been in the communi- 
ty. 

“We have withstood fire, flood 
and industrial failures,’ the priest 
said, “but now I would say that 
three<fourths of the men in town 
are unemployed. I know that 85 
out of about 100 men in the parish 
are jobless.” 

The population of Valley Park is 
1775, according to the last census. 

Father Reker has tried to feed 
wayfarers at the rectory and once, 
last year, there were 32 for break- 
fast. The number now has fallen 
to about three or four a day.

nese garrison entirely responsible 
for the outbreak at Shanhaikwan, 
China's Northern Railway terminal, 
on the night of Jan. 1. 

Although the reply did not men- 
tion the Boxer protocol of three 
decades ago, under which foreign 
powers were permitted to place 
troops in North China to keep the 
Peiping - Shanhaikwan Railway 
open, a Foreign Office spokesman 
thought provisions of this protocol 
would be among Japan’s reserved 
“demands.” 


What Protocol Provides. 

These provisions, which the For- 
eign Office spokesman outlined 
Monday, denied the Chinese the 
right to station or march troops 
within seven miles of Tientsin, the 
port of Peiping, and gave foreign 
garrison commender. on the Peip- 
ing-Shanhaikwan Railway the right 
to exclude Chinese troops from a 
zone two miles on either side of the 
railway. 

These provisions have not been 
enforced in recent years. Although 
the United States signed the gener- 
al Boxer protocol, it did not partici- 
pate in setting up thes2 military 
provisions. 

Japanese officials laughed today 
when informed rumors were circu- 
lating that a formal declaration of 
war was likely to be forthcoming 
from Japan and China. Although 
Chinese and Japanese forces have 
been fighting in churia for 16 
months and today wéré‘threatening 
to spread their conflict to Jehol, the 
officials maintained the latest out- 
breaks in the Shanhaikwan area 
were to be treated as “local” af- 
fairs. 

The War Office denied emphati- 
cally that a big scale invasion into 
China proper, bounded on the north 
by the great wall, was planned. It 
was asserted Japan was still hop- 
ing to “localize” the Shanhaikwan 
incident and that Japanese military 
representatives were waiting for 
Chinese to show an inclination to 
join tn a peace conference. 

_ Activity on Russian Border. 

A Rengo News Agency dispatch 
from Pogranichnaya, on the East- 
ern Manchurian-Soviet border, said 
a part of the Japanese Hirose Divi- 
sion which was “mopping up” that 
section, occupied Sanchakow today.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA HIT 
BY WINDSTORM; MUCH DAMAGE 


60-Mile Gale Sweeps San Pedro Har- 
bor; Los Angeles-San Dfego 
Wires Down. 
By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 11.—A 
heavy windstorm, causing thousands 
of dollars in property damage and 
disrupting wire communication be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Diego, 
swept Southern California early to- 
day. 

First reports of major damage 
came from the harbor district at 
San Pedro, where the gale reached 
60 miles an hour at the peak of 
the blow. Several hours later a 
40-mile wind was ‘sweeping the 
ocean front. 

At Cabrillo Beach, six small craft 
were washed ashore, including the 
100-foot Talayaha, the yacht of 
Lazarid Lippmann, sportsman. 

In San Pedro city thousands of 
dollars in damage was suffered by 
merchants. Store windows were 
blown in and the dust and sand- 
filled air added further loss to 
stock. 

The storm was not severe in Los 
Angeles but great clouds of dust 
settled over the city. : 

Six naval men were blown to sea, 
where they disappeared. They left 
the -cruiser Pensacola, with in- 
structions to retrieve some of the 
11 navy shore boats and other small 
craft which had been wrenched 
loose from their moorings. fhe 
seas were running high and it was 
feared the sailors’ boat had cap- 
sized or been blown some distance 
from shore.

Every child in a family shoald 
be studied as an individual and if 
possible we should have no pre-— 
conceived idea as to how he is to 
be brought up. There are certain’ 
things that are necessary for ‘all 
children. The kind of discipline 
which makes living in a family 


possible and pleasant, must be ad- 
ministered to every boy, or girl 
for that matter, and you can nof 
begin too young. It is as easy to 
form good habits as bad, and there- 
fore, though it is more trouble to 
train a little child to do things for 
himself, it will in the end save 
parents muth trouble if they will 
begin with their small boy and 
make him self-reliant and inde- 
pendent when he is still very 
young. It is more than ever neces- 
sary today when there are so many 
ways in which boys can get away 
from the parental influence, that a 
boy should be trained from early 
youth to make up his own mind 
about questions of right and wrong 
which come up in daily life. 


The old theory that obedience 
should be exacted without any ex- 
planation and that youth should 
be told what to do and do it, is 
not as helpful today as it was 50 
years ago. Children should learn 
to obey their elders unquestion- 
ingly because emergencies some- 
times arise when quick action is 
necessary, but this should come as 
a result of having it proved over 
and over again that one’s elders 
are worthy of trust and obedience.

The 5c deep green and 
violet and the 10c emerald and rose 
show the battle of Saule in the year 
1236. Upon the l5c violet and sepia 
and the 20c rose and gray black 
are depicted the crowning of the 
Duke Mindaugus as King of Lith- 
ania-in 1253. The 40c red brown 
and black portrays the next great 
ruler of the country, Grand Duke 
Gediminas, who encouraged com- 
merce and trade, restored order 
and safety in the country, enlarged 
the boundaries and protected the 
Western front from the Teutonic 
Knights. He also occupies the cen- 
ter of the stage on the 60c orange 
and black where he is portrayed as 
founding the city of Vilnius, the 
capital, in 1322, and on the 1L vio- 
let and green is victorious before 
the Russian fortresses. The Duke 
Algirdas, son of King Gediminas, 
is portrayed on the 2L, deep blue 
and sepia, before the gates of Mos- 
cow in 1368. The stamps are is- 
sued perferate and imperferate.

Anesthetics 

OW much anesthetics have con- 
H ixirutea to the improvement of 

surgery since they were intro- 
duced into practical usage during 
the middle of the last century only 
the student of medical history can 
adequately appreciate. 


Before their day speed was the 
surgeon’s highest virtue. As Dr. 
Clifford Albert put it, “he was the 
best surgeon both for patient and 
onlooker who broke the three-min- 
ute record.” With the patient 
writhifig in pain, everytHing had to 
be sacrificed to time. 

Anesthesia remedied this condi- 
tion. 

The earliest anesthetics were 
ether, nitrous oxide and chloroform. 
Though these were a great boon 
to surgeon and patient, they were 
foung to have certain disadvan- 
tages, and science soon undertook 
a search for others. Bs 
Today there are available to the 
surgeon and the anesthetist scores 
of anesthetics. Each of these has 
singular virtues, which may be 
utilized under unique circumstances. 
There are light and deep anesthet- 
ics. There are anesthetics that may 
be given by inhalation, by injec- 
tion, _ per rectum, and spinally. 
Certain of these anesthetics may 
be used serially, the patiept being 
“put under” with one anesthetics 
and “kept under” by meahs of an- 
other. Certain anesthetics may be 
used in combination, or anesthetics 
may be combined with other chem- 
ical agents. 

The surgeon is guided in the 
choice of his anesthetic by the na- 
ture of the operation, the part of 
the body upon which he operates, 
by the condition of the patient, the 
severity and duration of the opera- 
tion and other factors. 

Anesthetics or anesthetizing sub- 
stances are also used medicinally. 
In tetanus, for example, the 
spasins characteristic of this dis- 
ease may be controlled by anesthet- 
izing drugs. Acute’ attacks of 
severe asthma are at times treated 
with oil ahd ether injections into
